Meet on — 
ambulance 
solution 


A meeting was scheduled for i 
p.m. today in the Granite City 
Hall to discuss the future of 
ambulance service for Madison, 
Venice, Pontoon Beach and 
Nameoki, Chouteau and Venice 
townships. 

Granite City authorities have 
indicated that non-payment of 
bills for ambulance calls out- 
side of the city by city am- 
bulances has made it necessary 
for the city to seek some form of. 
guaranteed payment if it is to 
continue to serve the outlying 
areas of the Quad-Cities. 

An arrangement similar to 
one in Caseyville Township is 
being considered where the 
township pays the ambulance 
service for each run made and 
the township then collects the 
bills from the patients. 

Opposition to the plan is 
anticipated, as some officials 
have indicated they. would. be 
willing to consider a flat-grant 
or monthly fee for ambulance 
service, but would prefer ‘not 
to pay other people’s bills," as. 
Madison official has said. 

Granite City Fire’ Chief Dot 
Parente, who coordinates the 
city ambulance service, said 
the city traffic committee is 
concerned about the non- 
payment of bills for runs outside 
the city, and have indicated 
they would prefer’a guaranteed 
payment system to a grant of - 
fee system, but ae willing to 
discuss alternatives.

Some retailers look for slight 
gains over the previous year. 
Others predict as much as a 20 
percent increase in sales. 

Confidence in the year ahead 
was expressed in plans for new 
and expanded facilities. 


Muncy indicated the general 
optimism of retailers on 1978 
business stems from the con- 
fidence consumers exhibited in 
the last months of 1977. 

Consumers are spending 
more freely, with more dollars 
going for luxury and leisure- 
time items than for necessities. 
With prices holding relatively 
stable, forecasters anticipate 


this trend will continue will into 
the new year, Muncy reported. 

This is the first time in many’ 
years that inflation, energy and 
product shortages have not 
been top retailing concerns. 

With increases in minimum 
wage, Social Security, unem- 
ployment insurance and work-, 
men’s compensation, the most 
frequently cited problem for 
retailing in 1978 is control of 
operating expenses.

When a person who has 
worked in Social Security- 
covered employment becomes 
fully disabled and is entitled to 
receive Social Security 
disability checks, his or her 
family may also be eligi@le to 
receive checks. 

John Nathan, district 
manager of the East St. Louis 
Social Security district office, 
today explained the benefits 
available to the family of a 
disabled worker, 

isability benefits for 
families go back to the basic 
idea of Social Security: that 
during working years, em- 
ployees, their employers and 
self-employed people pay into 
the social security trust’ fund 

“When the worker's earnings 
must stop because he or she 
becomes disabled, retires or 
dies, benefits are paid from the 
trust fund to replace part of the 
income the family has lost. 

“Who. is considered the 
worker's family and therefore 
eligible for these benefits? 


“Unmarried children (in- 
cluding adopted children and 
stepchildren) under 18, un- 
married children between 18 
and 22 if they are full-time 
students, fully disabled children 
18 or over who became disabled 
before age 22, a wife or husband 
under 62 who is caring for a 
disabled child or child under 18 
who is receiving benefits, or a 
wife or husband 62 or over. 

“When a person completes an 
application for Social Security 
disability benefits, he or she is 
specifically asked about 
dependents who could be 
eligible for these benefits. 

“Any questions about possible 
entitlement to Social Security 
benefits based on disability may 
be directed to the social 
security office by calling toll 
free Enterprise 1555," Nathan 
added.

Emphasize steel shot 
in waterfowl hunting 


A special regulation that 
would require the use of non- 
toxie steel shot in 12-gauge 
shotguns for hunting waterfowl! 
and coots on all lands of the 
Upper Mississippi River 
Wildlife and Fish Refuge has 
been proposed through the 
rulemaking process by the U.S. 
Fish and Wildlife Service. 

The proposed regulation was 
publishéd in the Federal 
Register Dec. 30. The Service 
announced that public comment 
on the rulemaking will be ac- 
cepted until Jan. 31 

The regulation would be 
required in waterfowl hunting 
seasons beginning in 1978. 

The refuge covers most of the 
land along the Upper 
Mississippi River in the states 
of Minnesota, Wisconsin, lowa 
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TRANSMISSION SERVICE 
2145 Madison Ave. 
Master Charge 
Visa 
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and Illinois. 

In 1977, nontoxic steel shot 
regulations varied from state to 
state along the Upper 
Mississippi. The proposal 
would, among other things, 
eliminate conflicting steel shot 
regulations along state borders. 

In 1977, Wisconsin and Illinois 
state regulations required 
nontoxic shot in 12-gauge guns 
used for hunting waterfowl 
along the Mississippi River. 

Minnesota and Iowa, on the 
other hand, permitted the use of 
lead shot in all guagues, opting 
to designate other heavily- 
hunted areas ‘within those two 
States for steel shot in 1977 

The special regulation for 
1978, proposed after con- 
Sultation with the~affected 
states, would standardize 
nontoxic shot requirements 
along the Mississippi River. 

Data compiled by the Fish 
and Wildlife Service disclosed 
heavy use of the refuge in 1975 
by both waterfowl and water- 
fowl hunters: approximately 25 
million use days by’ waterfowl 
and 413,000 activity hours by 
waterfowl hunters. 

A combination -of large 
waterfowl concentrations and 
heavy deposition of lead pellets 
from intense hunting on the 
refuge car lead to substantial 
waterfowl losses from lead 
poisoning, the Service says.

Births, deaths show 
slight rise in '77 


A total of 969 births in the 
Quad-City area during 1977 was 
only a slight increase over the 
961 births reported during the 
previous year, according to a 
vital statistics report released 
by City Clerk Robert Stevens. 

The report showed the total of 
547 deaths last year also was 
increased slightly over 509 
deaths during 1976. Fetals 
totaled 14 during 1977, up four 
from 10 in 1976. 

‘The largest number of births 
in any single month last year 
was 104, reported during April, 
compared to 72 in the same 
month the year before. There 
were 99 births in March, up 
from a total of 76 the previous 
year. 

Births during other months of 
the year included 75 in 
February, down from 80; 69 in 
May, up from 58; 67 in June, 
down from 70; 76 in July, up 
from 69; 95 in August, up from 
92; 73 in September, down 
from 92; 89 in October, down 
from 103; 62 in November, down 
from 90, and 62 im December, 
down from 83. 

Seventy-six deaths occurred 
during March 1977, the largest 
number in any one month of the 
year and up from 39 in the same 
month of the previous year. 

There were 56 deaths during 
April, up from 52, and 47 deaths 
each in Jujy, September and 
December. In comparison, 
deaths during the same months 
in 1976 were 45, 45 and 60, 
respectively.

Program offered by the local 
Lions clubs, a set of eyes was 
transferred from St. Elizabeth 
Hospital here to the Lions Eye 
Bank Center at McMillan 
Hospital, St. Louis. 

A registered Lions’ eye donor, 
age 70, died at St. Elizabeth 
Hospital at 9 p.m. New year’s 
eve. 

The hospital staff at St~ 
Elizabeth notified Lion Deputy 
District Governor . Jim 
Riskovsky, Madison, and 
member of the Pontoon Beach 
Lions Club and Immediate Past 
President Donald D. Patrick, 
Sight Conservation Committee 
chairman of the Pontoon Beach 
Lions, that a Lions donor had 
died. 

Riskovsky and Patrick 
contacted Lion Larry Naylor a 
mortician of Staunton, [ll., to 
perform the enucleation 
(removal of eyes). Nayler 
arrived at St. Elizabeth at 10:45. 
p.m, and the recorded time of 
the completed eye enucleation 
was 11:48 p.m. 

“We were just stepping out 
the door of St. Elizabeth 
Hospital at midnight,” Patrick 
said. “We could hear the horns, 
shotguns and other noises going 
off in the background to 
celebrate the new year.” 

Riskovsky and Patrick 
transferred the eyes, contained 
in a specially equipped Lions 
human eye canister, to the 
Lions Eye Donor Bank on the 
seventh floor of McMillan 
Hospital, St. Louis. 

“T've had many memorable 
New Year's eves”’ said Patrick, 
but this one I will always 
remember as the most 
meaningful.” 

Riskovsky said that for the 
eye tissue to be used for corneal 
transplant or research ac- 
tivities, the eyes must be 
received by the eye bank within 
six hours after death of the 
donor, 

“We handed the canister to 
the people at McMillan at 12:52 
a.m, We completed the 
procedures in about four hours, 
Riskovsky noted. 

Riskovsky also announced 
that the local Lions Clubs, of 
Granite City, Madison and 
Pontoon Beach, currently are 


working out arrangements with- 


the administrators of St. 
Elizabeth Hospital to make the 
hospital an official Lions of 
Illinois Eye Donor Registry 
Center, and said he expects an 
announcement to be made soon. 
Those reported to be working 
out plans on the joint Quad-City 
Lions project are Lion 
President Harley Davis and 
member Jim Miller Jr. of the 
Granite City Lions, Madison 
Lions President Emmett Pazia 
and member Richard Bright 
and Lion President Richard 
McIntosh, and members 
Patrick and Riskovsky of the 
Pontoon Beach Lions Club.

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Trigger prices okay for 
a trial period—Stinson 


George A. Stinson, chairman, 
National Steel Corporation, on 
Thursday night commented 
somewhat favorably on the 
Carter | Administration's 
reference pricing plan intended 
to speed up enforcement of the 
“anti-dumping” provisions of 
the 1974 Trade Act. 

“Our preliminary analysis of 
the steel ‘trigger prices’ an- 
nounced thus far by the 
‘Treasury Department indicates 
that these prices do not fully 
reflect the cost of production 
and delivery of the Japanese 
steel producers as prescribed in 


the anti-dumping statutes,” 
Stinson noted. 

“Some of the trigger prices 
are marginally low, but others 
are well below full Japanese 
costs. 

“We intend to present further’ 
information to the Treasury 
Department which will support 
these conclusions. 

“At the same time, we 
recognize that there are many 
complexities in determining the 
applicable trigger prices.

Funds totaling $6,898,820 have 
been received from the federal 
government by the Bi-State 
Development Agency to provide 
operating assistance to the 
agency’s 161-route bus system 
in the metropolitan St. Louis 
area, Bi-State Executive 
Director Barry M. Locke said 
Friday.

Retired railroad workers' 
earnings limits liberalized 


Recent Social Security 
legislation has revised the post- 
retirement earnings restric- 
tions which also apply to some 
railroad retirement annuitants. 

These earnings restrictions 
apply to almost all survivor 
annuitants under age 72 and to 
some retired railroad em- 
ployees and spouses, generally 
those also entitled to Social 
Security benefits. 

Under previous law, the 1977 
earnings limit of $3,000 
automatically increased’ to 
allow earnings up to $3,240 in 
1978 before benefits are af- 
fected. 

The new legislation increased 
the 1978 limit to $4,000 but only 
for annuitants age 65 to 72; 
those under age 65 remain 
subject to the $3,240 limit in 
1978. 

For annuitants age 65 to 72, 
the new l&lw further increases 
the exempt earnings limit to

New BAC program trains: 
management personnel 


“Belleville Area College sets 
the standards,”” says Leonard 
Boyer, director of industrial 
relations of the Southern Illinois 
Builders Association con- 
cerning the Construction 
Management Technology 
curriculum in operation in 
seven community eolleges ‘in 
the southern part of the state. 

Developed by BAC with the 
advice and help of the Southern 
Illinois Builders Association, 
the CMT program has filled a 
great need for management 
personnel in the building trades, 
he said. 

“We don’t teach skills in the 
CMT classes,” Boyer ex- 
plained. “We are developing a 
new breed of middle 
management _ construction 
person — the construction 
management technician.” 

Frequently, Boyer 
elaborated, the skilled trades 
man lacks the supervisory and 
planning abilities necessary in 
the industry. The program, 
which was introduced at BAC 
first in the fall of 1973, is 
designed to provide those 
abilities. 

In addition to the seven 
colleges which have in- 
corporated the CMT program 
as a regular part of their 
curricula, four other colleges 
Participate in the program 
through cooperative 
agreements with the seven 
which schedule the CMT 
classes. 

Boyer noted that the program 
is not designed to be an 
engineering program and, 
unlike university curricula 
geared, to construction 
management, is not loaded with 
math, physics and other such 
courses 

Although the CMT curriculum 
does include skilis development 
such as carpentry or 
bricklaying, it is frequently the 
tradesman’s ticket up the ad- 
vancement ladder. According to 
one student, an ironworker 
foreman, “I see these CMT 
courses as a way to advance in 
my trade and maybe go up to a 
superintendent's job. I want to 
know the best way to do things 
and why certain methods of 
construction are being used."

“In the past, we attempted to 
train in-house, but we failed in 
the area of background. Our 
middle management people 
were doing things because we 
told them that was the way it 
should be done, not because 
they understood the reasons for 
it.” 

“A good —_ construction 
manager,” Beimfohr main- 
tains, “should have a working 
knowledge of all areas of the 
construction industry, although 
he may be a specialist in no 
particular area.” * 

Students who have benefitted 
from the CMT program range 
from the aforementioned 
ironworker to the wife of a paint 
contractor who wanted to be 
knowledgeable enough con- 
cerning her husband’s business 
to help with estimates. They are 
primarily people from within 
the industry who want to im- 
prove their management and 
planning skills. 

The two-year associate 
degree program includes 
courses in blueprint reading, 
materials and methods, 
estimating, surveying, per- 
sonnel management, labor 
relations, data processing, 
record keeping, safety, and first 
line supervision. 


Courses offered this spring 
(beginning the week of Jan. 16) 
are blueprints and 
specifications, construction 
materials and , CON 
struction planning - and 
scheduling, fundamentals of 
labor relations, occupational 
safety and health,  fun- 
damentals of record keeping, 
first line supervision, and 
personnel management.

Tiny plant 
general studies and may solve a big problem—world hunger 
for college credits

A team of scientists at 
Southern Illinois University at 
Carbondale has spent more 


“than five years probing a tiny 


two-celled plant for clues to the 
nature of life on other planets. 

What they found may help 
ease the pangs of hunger for 
millions of persons here on 
Earth. The plant that has ob- 
sorbed’ the interest of the SUC 
researchers since 1973 is a 
species of microscopic blue- 
green algae that thrives in salty 
soil. 

SIUC botanist John Yopp 
isolated the alga — known 
scientifically as aphanothece 
halophytica. — in 1971 in 
California. 

He and SIUC botanists Donald 
‘Tindall and Walter Schmid and 
physiologist Donald Miller have 
been studying the alga since 
1973 under a series of National 
Aeronautics and Space 


Administration (NASA) 
research grants that now total 
more than $150,000. 

What fascinates NASA about 
the tiny pellet-shaped alga is the 
plant's ability to flourish in soil 
that contains almost no 
moisture and is saltier than 
seawater. In fact, Yopp has 
succeeded in growing the alga 
inside salt crystals. 

Space-flight planners 
thought that understanding 
the workings of a plant that 
survives in such unfriendly 
conditions here on Earth 
might give analysts a head 
start if space probes turn up 
organisms in the dry, 
gravelly soil of Mars or on 
other planets. 

Yopp and his colleagues 
think they’ve almost com- 
pleted what they set out ta do 
for NASA. But their research 
has turned up an unexpected 


WoC 
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side effect. The alga seems to 
be good to eat. 

They don’t expect the tiny 
plant to replace sirloin steak at 
your local restaurant. But Yopp 
Says that preliminary tests 
indicate the alga contains all 
the essential amino acids. and 
polyunsaturated oils needed for 
human diet. 

Trials with rats and mice 
don’t show any ill effects, 
although human taste tests are 
somewhere in the future. 

If the tests continue to show 
good results, Yopp thinks the 
alga has the potential to help 
ease chronic food shortages in 
some parts of the world. 

Using algae! for food is 
nothing new., Yopp says in- 
digenous tribes near Lake Chad 
in Africa have used similar 
algae for food for thousands of 
years.

Central America indicate 
Indians who lived in those areas 
also ate similar algae as part of 
their staple diet. 

As recently as the late 1950s 
and 1960s, many scientists 
thought algae would be 
developed into a major source 
of protein for food. However, 
development of food algae 
was delayed by major snags. 

The main hang-up, Yopp 
says, was what scientists call 
the ‘gag. factor.” Most 
varieties of algae nauseate 
people. 

Yopp says the alga he and 
his colleagues have been 
studying doesn’t have the 
chemicals that cause the gag 
reaction. in humans. In ad- 
dition, the plant is an ex- 
cellent source of protein — 
about 70 percent by weight. 
This is nearly twice the 

protein found in soybeans (40 
percent) and about the same as 
most meats. 

The alga protein also is what 
nutritionists call a complete 
protein — it contains all the 
essential fatty acids needed for 
body utilization. 

With the exception of soybean 
products, most plant proteins 
lack one or more of the needéd 
amino acids. 

Yopp says the same qualities 
that make the alga interesting. 
to NASA also give it great’ 
potential for future agricultural 
development. The fact that the 
alga can be cultivated in dry, 
salty areas could allow food 
production in areas previously 
considered unsuitable for 
farming. 

The alga is grown easily and 
grows much faster than most 
food plants. 

Yopp says that, under ideal 
conditions, the alga will double 
in volume in 24 hours. The 
protein it contains is easily 
extracted. 

He said that near Lake Chad, 
the alga is grown in large mats 
in dry salt pans 

The mats are rolled up and 
put into water, where they 
absorb so much moisture they 
literally explode and form a sort 
of protein-rich curd that is 
eaten. 

The SIUC researchers plan to 
continue their investigations of 
the alga’s food potential after 
they complete their NASA- 
sponsored research. 


Farmer tax 
declarations 


March 1 is a key date for 
farmers unable to meet the Jan. 
15 legal deadline for filing 
estimated tax declarations with 
the Illinois Department of 
Revenue. 

Farmers can avoid penalties 
by filing a state income tax 
return, IL-1040, and paying any 
taxes owed by March 1, 
department officials said today. 

Under the state's Income Tax 
Act, a farmer — a person whose 
farm income makes up two- 
thirds of his annual gross in- 
come — may be required to file 
an estimated tax declaration 
and pay his estimated tax by 
Jan. 15. 

Unpaid taxes are subject to a 
maximum penalty of 10 percent 
for the period in which they 
were unpaid. 

A provision of the law allows 
farmers to avoid the penalty if 
they file their final return, IL- 
1040, and pay taxes owed by 
March 1 instead of filing a 
declaration in January. 

State revenue officials say 
farmers who use that provision 
should attach an IL-2210-F, 
“Underpayment of Estimated 
Tax by Farmers,” to their IL- 
1940 when filed. 

he 2210-F form, attached to 
the farmer’s return, indicates 
that the taxpayer filed in ac- 
cordance with the provision and 
will not be penalized fdr failing 
to file his estimated tax 
declaration by the Jan, 15 
deadline. 

IL-2210-F's are available on 
request from the Illinois 
Department of Revenue, Box 
3545, Springfield, Ill. 62708. 

Farmers who file their 
estimated tax declarations by 
Jan. 15 have until midnight 
April 17 to file their final state 
income tax returns,

Parishioners and the public are 
invited. 

The Society of the Divine 
Word was founded in 1875 by the 
German diocessan _ priest 
Father Arnold Janssen in Steg], 
Holland. It was founded 
primafily as a missionary order 


to spread the message of Christ 
in China 

1829, other SVD 
missionaries came to the United 
States 

In 1889, Father Janssen 
founded the Congregation of 
Missionary Sisters, Servants of 
the Holy Spirit, and in 1896 a 
cloistered group, the Sister 
Servants of the Holy Spirit of 
Perpetual Adoration, was 
founded. 

Today the Society of Divine 
Word numbers over 5,300 
members working in 36 coun- 
tries, devoted almost ex- 
clusively to mission work. 

In the United States, the 
society has specialized in inter- 
racial work, 

Three black parishes in the 
Chicago area have just 
celebrated 60 years of service 
by the SVD missionaries, 

The society, recognizing the 
need for a black clergy, 
established in 1920 St. 
Augustine's Seminary, Bay St. 
Louis, Miss. The specific 
Purpose was to train black 


youth in the Society of the 
Divine Word for the priesthood 
and brotherhood. 

Leaders of the society felt 
that for black people to become 
Roman Catholic, they needed to 
have priests and brothers of 
their own race. 

The Society of the Divine 
Word came on June 19 to St 
Mark and the community. of 
Venice through Rev. E. G 
Gehlen, who was ordained Aug. 
15, 1944. 

St. Mark’s in 1971 celebrated 
its 100 anniversary as a 
recognized parish. 

St. Mark, as was the Society 
of Divine Word, was founded 
and developed by German 
priests. 

Father Peter Kaenders, born 
in Veert, Germany, was ap- 
pointed the first full time pastor 
at St. Mark in 1880 and served in 
that capacity for 41 years.

funds under 
Americans Act to provide 
eldérly persons in St. Clair 
County with low-cost, nutritious 
meals, Josephine K. Oblinger, 
Director of the Department on 
Aging, announced Friday.

Maeras is not seeking re- 
election as sheriff. 

Dalton also questions why the 
sheriff's department is seeking 
to trade in two 1977 patrol cars 
with relatively low mileage for 
the proposed purchase of five 
new patrol cars for the sheriff's 
department. 

Three other patrol cars — one 
a 1976 Chevrolet and the other 
two 1975 Fords — also would be 
traded in. They are used by 
detectives in the department. 

According to an employee of 
the county garage, one of the 
1977 cars now has 41,000 miles 
and the other 45,000 miles. 

Dalton says that unless ther is 
something about the cars he 
isn’t aware of, he is opposed to 
their trade-in. 
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He says the county wants to 
start trading in patrol cars on a 
mileage basis rather than a 
yearly one, but he doesn’t 
believe mileage that low could 
be justified. 

The county budgeted for six 
new sheriff's department cars 
in the 1978 budget. 

The garage employee says by 
the time the new cars arrive, 
the mileage on the two 1977 
trade-ins will be somewhere 
around 88,000 miles. 

Bids on the sheriff's’ depart- 
ment cars will be opened by the 
county board ‘Central Services 
Committee tomorrow. 

The bid package also includes 
specifications for an alternate 
standard model police car for 
Maeras.

Intellectual needs — best test of what colleges should teach

The report’ on the’ undergraduate 
curriculum af the nation’s universities by 
the Carnegie Foundation is not likely to 
inspire anyone's confidence in higher 
education. Specialization is the vogue: 
easy elective courses flourish. General 
education wilts from lack of care. ‘ 

Few institutions require ‘courses 
English composition, mathematics 
foreign languages. 

Test scores for graduate students are 
down, and the foundation blames the 
results on the undergraduate curriculum, 
which it terms a “d 

Treating that arca alone would be job 
but the overall task is much 
bigger, according to the report. Most 
undergraduates and most faculty 
members, it says, are satisfied with the way 
things are 

“How,” asks Clark Kerr, chairman on 
policy studies in higher education, "do you 
get a reform when most everybody thinks 
everything is all right?” 

By preaching the need for reform, that's 
how. Certainly that seems the rational way 
to proceed. And clearly there is missionary 
work to be done. 

The Carnegie report has pointed out a 
reason that reform is necessary: general 
education js “poorly defined and is so 
diluted with options that it has 
recognizable substance of its ow’ 

The way it should be defined, according 
to the report, is by the ends it produces, 
and these should be the abilities to attack 
an unfamiliar subject, an understanding of

how people are affected by world 
problems, an appreciation of the quality of 
life, and a historical view of civilization. 

Wisely, the report does not specify the 
content of the courses under the umbrella 
of general education. This is left to the 
curriculum engineers — to construct the 
courses and thus the means to the ends of 
general education. 

The Carnegie Foundation is not out to 
install Homer and Ovid at the heart of the 
undergraduate curriculum, though 
doubtless the foundation chiefs would 
appreciate a revival of the classics. 

The report also recommends that more 
emphasis be placed on “academic moral 
values,” and certainly more should be 

By these values, the report means a 
“respect for facts and careful analysis, 
civility in argument, careful consideration 
of alternative points of view and of 
solutions to problems,” and the like 

These values are pertinent to the shape 
of a good undergraduate curriculum in the 
way that clothes are pertinent to the well- 
dressed person: they “do not make the 
curriculum, but they suggest much about 
it. 

If the Carnegie report can stir debate on 
the undergraduate curriculum, it will be a 
good sign if in that debate there is a 
respect for facts and careful analysis, 
civility in argument, and a careful 
consideration of alternative points of view. 

The Carnegie report presents just such 
an alternative view on the undergraduate 
curriculum, and we recommend it

Domestic 
violence 
prevalent

It is America’s invisible 
problem, Rep. Barbara 
Mikulski, D-Md., asserts, but 
listen to ‘her statistics for a 
while and you learn the battered 
spouse is everywhere. 

A fourth of all murders in the 
USS. occur in the family. Half of 
these are husband-wife killings. 

Twenty-five percent of U.S. 
couples use violence against 
each other during their 
relationship. Ten percent use 
extreme physical abuse. 

A minimum of 10 pércent of 
the children who witness 
parental violence become adult 
batterers. 

More police die answering 
domestic violence than in any 
other line of their duty. For 
instance, 20 percent of the of- 
ficers who lost their lives in 1974 
did so attempting to break up 
family fights. 

Only two percent of battering 
males are ever prosecuted. In 
most states, police cannot 
arrest the offending husband 
unless they witness the crime or 
have a warrant from a judge. 

Spouse ‘beating spans all 
classes, incomes, and races. It 
happens to the rich as much as 
to the poor. 

Women commit acts of 
violence probably as much as 
men, Mikulski says. Yet women 
are not as physically strong as 
men and often were raised to be 
subservient té them. 

If Mikulski and Rep. Lindy 
Boggs, D-La., and scores of 
other members of congress, 
have their way these statistics 
soon may ‘not be so glaring. 

Both Mikulski and Boggs 
have introduced separate bills 
— whieh have been sponsored 
by other members, that would 
attempt to reduce family 
violence. 

Traditionally, physical abuse 
against family members has 
come under the jurisdiction of 
state and local governments, 
usually through assault ‘and 
battery under criminal codes. 

Neither bill would attempt to 
give the federal government 
this jurisdiction. 

“The question we in congress 
are asking is what should be the 
role of the federal government 
regarding domesti¢ violence?" 
said Boggs, whose bill was co- 
introduced by Rep. Newton 
Steers, R-Md. 

“No one agency under 
existing mandates cquld ef- 
fectively spearhead a © com- 
prehensive approach to iden- 
tify, prevent and treat the 
problems of battered-spouses on 
the federal, state and local 
level,” Steers said. 

Under the Boggs-Steers bill 


D-Minn.); 
National Institute of Mental 
Health would have a $60 million 
appropriation over three years 
to tackle the problem. 

Of the funds, 60 percent would 
have to be granted to -local 
programs dealing with 

- domestic violence. 

These would include Shelters, 
hotlines, training, mental 
health counseling, and job 
training. Private, nonprofit 
poe or public agencies could

A national information 
clearinghouse on family 
violence also would be 
established in NIMH under the 
Boggs Steers bill. 

The agency would study state 
and local laws dealing with 
domestic violence and make 
recommendations to Congress 
on possible changes in the law. _ 

Mikulski’s bill takes a dif- 
ferent focus. 

Instead of NIMH, ACTION, 
which includes such programs 
as Vista, the Peace Corps, and 
the RSVP (Retired Senior 
Volunteer Program), would 
take on family abuse. : 

A national center for com- 
munity action against family 
violence would be set up in 
ACTION to recruit and train 
violenteers from local com- 
munities across the country. 

The volunteers, who would 
receive stipends, then would 
establish and operate battered 
spouses programs such as 
shelters and hotlines. 

The center also would serve 
as a national information 
clearinghouse, run its own 
hotline, and conduct a national 
media campaign on family 
abuse. Mikulski’s bill calls for 
spending $25 million over two 
years. 

The Baltimore 
congresswoman contends her 
program would hot build 
dependence on the federal 
government, “but (would) 
emphasize the most] promising 
approach to the delivery of 
human services —| su ed 
volunteers at the local level.” 

The Boggs-Steers) measure, 
however, is the more |traditional 
approach to the problem. 

So far, said Steers, ‘Small 
local groups have been left to 
tackle the (spouse abuse) 
problem, largely uhaided by 
local, state and federal 
authorities. I believe it is time 
we face reality and provide 
help.”” } 

Both bills will be taken up in 
hearings in February by Rep. 
George Miller, D-Martinez, for 
the select education sub- 
committee in cooperation with 
the House Health Sub- 
committee, 

Activists who .work with 
battered victims praise both 
bills, but lean toward the 
Mikulski version. 

“Look, we would take any 
help offered,” said an ad- 
ministrator of one of the 
country’s oldest battered wives 
shelters. 

“But if pressed, we'd have to 
say we are more interested in 
the Mikulski measure,” she 
continued. 

“We started out totally 
community based and have 
remained that way. 

“What happens if you have 
your federal grant for a year 
and then it dries up? Where 
would you be if you didn’t start 
with community support? 

Jennifer Flemming of the 
Women’s Resource Network, a 
new national clearinghouse for 
abuse programs, echoed 
similar feelings. 

“Although there have been 
questions over how well-trained 
poeple favor her bill because 
ACTION is more activist and 
NIMH tends to’ be a big 
bureaucracy that is) heavily 
research oriented.” | 


Bossism issue in 
comptroller race

Illinois Republicans are 
uneasy about their ‘primary 
contest for state comptroller. 
They view it as a smouldering 
situation which could flare into 
a flaming battle by election day 
on March 21. It could shatter the 
current mood of confidence 

about the 1978 campaign. 

The ingredients for trouble 
are clearly there. 

Matched for comptroller are 
bearers of names familiar to 
Republicans throughout . the 
state, former House Speaker W. 
Robert Blair, 47, of Park 
Forest, and John Castle, 44, of 
Sandwich. 

Blair was a forceful and 
generally successful—if con- 


.troversial—House speaker from 


1971 to 1975. 

Castle, like Blair an attorney, 
has good name recognition by 
being the son of two-term 
Illinois Attorney General 
Latham Castle, now a U.S 
Appeals judge. 

The elder Castle was 
regarded as an outstanding 
attorney general. He was highly 
popular with rank-and-file 
Republicans, many of whom 
would have liked to have seen 
him run for governor. 

Besides the boost of a 
respected political name, Castle 
also has the all-out support of 
Gov. James R. Thompson, who 
insists that he usually tries to 
stay out of primary contests. 

Blair, who possesses one of 
the more brilliant minds ever to 
reach the Illinois legislature, 
quickly jumped on the Thomp- 
son endorsement of Castle as an 
intrusion of bossism into 
Republican politics. 

It is not a charge to be lightly 
dismissed, for Republicans 
have portrayed themselves as 
the party of the open primary in 
Tlinois—in contrast to bossism 
by Chicago mayors in 
Democratic slatemaking. 

Furthermore, under the 
inevitable incisive campaign 
attacks from Blair, Castle may 
have difficulty persuading 
traditionally independent

Republicans that he is indeed 
more than just a puppet of Big 
Jim. 

For there is some substantial 
evidence on the public record 
that Castle's political gym- 
nastics are being orchestrated 
by someone other than himself. 

Shortly after being named by 
Thompson to fear post— 
director of local government 
affairs—about a year ago, 
Castle told reporter Steve Slack 
in an interview that he had no 
ambitions for elected public 
office: 

“When I left the county 
(DeKalb) board I stated that I 
have been around political life 
for sometime and I'm sure it's 
in miy blood. But I don’t think 
I’m susceptible to the fever.” 

‘The self-diagnosis, however, 
soon proved to be wrong and in 
October Castle anmounced for 
the GOP’ nomination for 
treasurer. 

But the treasurer’s campaign 
also turned out to be an ex- 
ceedingly brief affair, with 
Castle announcing less than a 
month later that he was swit- 
ching to the comptroller's race. 

The reason was as obvious as 
the Deme on the Statehouse. 

In the interim, Bill Blair had 
moved ‘into the comptroller 
picture and the prospect of such 
a formidable figure in so 
strategic a spot worried Big Jim 
like fleas in Guy’s kennel 

He quickly punched the 
political computer and Castle, 
who a few weeks before had 
solemnly spoken of the great 
potential for doing good in the 
treasurer's office, was suddenly 
concerned about the comp- 
troller’s office. 

“It seems the office of 
comptroller has been largely 
ignored,” he said, a statement 
which must have intrigued not 
only Democratic incumbent 
Michael J. Bakalis, who feels it 
has helped equip him for the 
governorship, but also the first 
person to hold the office, 
Republican George Lindberg. 

Lindberg takes justifiable 
pride in his establishing of the 
office as a respected and con- 
structive agency for protecting 


and strengthening the state's 
fiscal health. 

Exhibiting a political finesse 
to match his unpredictability 
and glibness, Castle then 
handed the football to Blair by 
adding: 

“The governor has given me 
his endorsement and I have 
been encouraged by a lot of 
people. The governor .is a very 
persuasive individual” 

Persuasive he mdy well be, 
but some people in Illinois 
politics are beginning to wonder 
if Big Jim knows as much about 
the game as he apparently 
thinks he does. 

The big question is whether 
Thompson has made a master 
stroke in his first serious 
venture into party political 
leadership or has made his first 
big political mistake. 

Tf thé latter should prove true, 
he could be in for a much 
tougher homestretch run in the 
fall campaign than has been 
anticipated, 5 

On the face of it, Castle should 
beat Blair in March. His family 
name, as noted, is a big factor. 

Some Republican legislators, 
current and past, may still 
resent ' Blair’s often 
authoritarian attitude as House 
Speaker.

The Times of London—Every 
new administration in 
Washington takes time to “get 
its act together.” 

The Carter administration, 
even on the most charitable 
interpretation, seems to be 
taking | longer ‘than most 
Nowhere is this more clear than 
in its approach to an economic 
policy. 

The confusion that is ap- 
parent about economic policy in 
Washington is at least one 
important factor in un- 
dermining confidence in the 
dollar. 

In that sense, we are all 
suffering from what is hap- 
pening, or not happening, in 
Washington. 

In part the confusion is the 
inevitable result of the 
American system of checks and 
balances in government. 

The Executive, the Congress 
and the Federal Reserve each 
has an independence of thought 
and freedom of action which 
lead collectively to a blurring of 
effective policy decisions. 

In the present case, however, 
the confusion goes much far- 


It lies primarily in the ad- 
ministration itself. The 
President has proposed a $25 
billion tax cut package, while at 
the same time dropping all 
ideas of the major tax reform 
into which he and others .had 
poured so much political 
capital. 

AS a package designed to 
stimulate the economy into 
continued rapid growth to the 
end of this decade, its size 
seems inadequate. 

Yet in presenting the package 
as a prudent measure of 
stimulus to the economy, the 
President further confuses 
monetarists and Keynesian 
economists alike by continuing 
to extol the virtues of a 
balanced federal budget—and 
by ‘supporting substantially 
higher Social Security taxes, 
which he is jing.

The policy would involve 
higher profits for companies in 
the energy industry, and this is 
a political stumbling block for 
the president. 

The rational approach, 
however, would be to have the 
higher prices and higher profits 
combined with such higher 
corporate taxation as is 
desirable for that sector. 

Some convincing evidence 
that the United States was ' 
taking effective steps to reduce 
its excessive dependence on 
imported energy would remove 
the justified complaint that it is 
keeping up the price of energy 
unnecessarily for the rest of the 
world, while at the same time 
flooding it with increasingly 
unwanted dollars. 

In that case, no one could 
properly object toa government 
that was pursuing domestic 
policies designed to achieve 
sustained real growth. 

A nation running an enormous 
deficit in order to avoid proper 
energy prices, and in order to 
keep the temperature of its 
homes and offices cooler in 
summer than in winter, doesnot 
make economic sense to the rest 
of the world.
